An exaggeration? Not if you believe what Mary herself 
said at Fatima: “People must say the Rosary. Let them con- 
tinue saying it every day.” There it is. 

She also requested penance and reparation in our lives 
’ and the making of the five first Saturdays, all offered to God 
through her Immaculate Heart in reparation for sins. And 
she said, “If my requests are granted, Russia will be converted 
and there will be peace.” - r ' 

What could be more plain? Is that not what we all hope 
and dream for? Yet we think that perhaps the difficulty with 
many seems to be that they consider the Rosary merely as a 
tedious chore, a dreary recitation of the same few prayer s for 
twenty thoughtless minutes. How unfortunate that such an 
attitude has become so common! 

We are taught that we should meditate on the prayers of 
the Rosary. Some protest that they simply don ’t know how to 
meditate. Yet, in our opinion, it is not so much a matter of 
learning as of doing. And we do not meditate by our own 
efforts alone. For when we give our thoughts and our at- 
tention up to God, He sends His Holy Spirit down 
us to lift us up to Himself. That is characteristic of God. 
When we exert a little effort, He exerts a great deal more, in 
a manner of speaking, and rewards us out of all proportion 
'••to our effort. ... r .. - ... ' L_ 

So it is, that if we persist in saying the Rosary every day, 
it soon becomes for us not a chore but a comfort, a consolation, 
a joy, and a source of strength with which to better accomplish 
our daily round of activities. We soon learn to acquire a sense 
of the presence of our Blessed Mother. It becomes a plea- 
sant daily visit that we" make with her, to talk over our 
problems, to escape from the noise and confusion for a little 
while and to lift ourselves up to her consolation, her strength, 
her love. 

You cannot miss with the Rosary. You help to make a 
bettejc.Jife for yourself and a better world in which we all 
may live, work, and raise our families. With such a tremendous 
tool for Peace right in our grasp, let us begin to make use
